Ratferty speaks today 


California Education is the 
topic of Dr. Max Rafferty’s 
speech at 1 p.m. today in the 
Little Theater. 

Campus Young Republicans 
are sponsoring the controver- 
sial State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Rafferty, 
elected last year in a heated 
contést, has drawn state and 
national attention for his views 
and stands on issues in edu- 
cation. 

Rod Manis, president of the 
Young Republicans group,said 


**‘We should all be willing to 
listen to Dr. Rafferty before 
forming our opinions of him.’’ 

Before the 1962 elections, 
Rafferty was superintendent of 
the La Canada schools, co- 
author of textbooks on school 
administration, and author of 
the best seller Suffer, Little 
Children, as well as numerous 
articles for educational jour- 
nals. 

Rafferty’s election was con- 
sidered a political upset and 
termed a ‘‘victory for parents’’. 


First building of 


Sacramento State College’s 
first new building under the 
100 million dollar master plan 
will become a reality by 1966. 

This was assured last week 
when the state college board 
of trustees approved plans for 
the o~lege’s 2 1/4 million 
dollar Music Building. 

Dr. John Cox, executive dean, 
said construction of the cam- 
pus’ first four-story structure 
will begin early next fall. 

Final approval of the build. 


ing plans had been delayed one 
month for restudy of the pro- 
ject. 


Located in the area now oc- 
cupied by the outdoor theater, 
the musics facility will house 
a performance wing in addi- 
tion te classrooms. The per- 
formance wing will cortriia two 
vocal and inatrumental rehear - 
sal rooms and a 200 seat recital 
hall. The building is layed out 
in a north-south direction. 


Since taking office Rafferty has 
been involved in numerous con- 
traversies with the politically 
appointed State Board of Edu- 
cation, its head Thomas Braden, 
ani Jesse Unruh. 


Under his program of edu- 
cation in depth, Rafferty among 
other things, has been fighting 
for better textbooks, phonics, 
greater state financial support 
of education, merit pay for 
teachers, and emphasis on 
patriotism. 


Performance and classroom 
wings will be connected by a 
covered lobby and patio area 
with entrances on both east and 
west sides. 

Cox said the present Out- 
door Theater will be relocated 
between the railway and the 
building to act asa noise buffer. 
Present construction plans do 
not include a new outdoor 
theater, he added.
